It is interesting to watch the ongoing battle between Governor 
Riley and AEA leader Paul Hubbard over Alabama tax dollars. 
While the governor recently presented the legislature with a bal- 
anced budget plan, both in the education trust fund and general 
fund, Hubbard is accusing him of raiding the earmarked educa- 
tion trust fund to pay for non-education projects. Riley support- 
ers have in turn accused Hubbard - of not being “for the chil- 
dren” but just for larger pay checks to teachers and himself. A 
statewide four page newspaper insert and radio spots by the 
Alabama Republican Party have tackled the issue head on by cit- 
ing Hubbard statements on the issue and in an adjacent column 
printing the “truth” as they see it. We expect this issue to get hot- 
terjand uglier before the legislative session ends.

EDITORIAL 


Editorial by Rep. Terry Spicer 


Concern among legislators is 
growing about the accuracy of 
Governor Bob Riley’s glowing 
State-of-the-State message 
given on the opening day of this 
legislative session. There is deep 
fear that he is attempting to pay 
for non-educational expenses 
from funds earmarked for our 
public schools. 

We must not allow misman- 
agement of school funds or per- 
mit those funds to be violated for 
any political purpose. Our 
schools and our children cannot 
afford for the Governor to divert 
education money. There is noth- 
ing sound or responsible about 
this attempt. 

Gov. Bob Riley said that he 
had presented two balanced 
budgets — one for the General 
Fund and one for the Education 
Fund. But, what he did not say 
was that one of them. diverts 
money from the Education Trust 
to pay for non-educational 
expenses. 

The Governor is purposely 
attempting to divert $76 million 
from education to pay for servic- 


es for prisons, public health, and 
mental health. Education Trust 
Fund money is earmarked for 
the operations of our schools, 

With our perspupil expendi- 
ture now at 47th in the nation, a 
diversion would:only force our 
schools into a ‘worse circum- 
stance, 

For the pastg 
five years, this 
legislature has J 
made a commit- 
ment to make the | 
Education Trust 
Fund truly aij 
resource for core 
educational fune- 
tions. The people 
chose to earmark 
revenues for edu- 
cation and they 
resoundingly 
have said not to 
allow these rev- 
enues'to be spent on non-educa- 
tional expenditures, 

It clearly appears that Bob 
Riley’s General Fund budget is 
built upon one-time money fixes 
and diversions from the 
Education Trust Fund — diver- 
sion of $76 million, over $80

money, and $73 million in one- 
time federal money he promised 
for schools. 

If education is the foundation 
upon which we build a better 
Alabama as the Governor 
claims, then why is he taking 
$76 million from our class- 
rooms?

As the tensions between Congress 
and the President increased, rumors 
began circulating that Johnson had 
beén part of the plot to assassinate 
Lincoln, Although there was no 
foundation for them, they height- 
ened the distrust between the 
Executive and legislature, Finally, in 
direct defiance of Congress, 
Johnson fired his Secretary of War, 


-reassured when he committed himself to carrying out 
Lincoln's policies, and retained all the members of 
Lincoln's cabinet. By early fall however, the new 
President had surrounded himself with advisers 
whose views were similar to his own: He also quarreled 
with his Cabinet over the question of black suffrage. 


Over the next two years, Johnson's conflicts with 
Congress escalated when he vetoed the 
Reconstruction Act, the Civil Rights Act,and a bill 
expanding the power of the Freeman's Bureau (estab- 
lished on March 3, 1865 to promote the interests of 
former slaves), Johnson also expressed his opinion of 
Reconstruction to the governor of Missouri, Thomas 
Fletcher, when he sald; "This is a country for white 
men, and by God, as long as | am President, it shall be 
a government for white men."

Prescribed Burning 
ls Beneficial To 
Wildlife 


Alabama’s early settlers learned from the Indians how to manip- 
ulate fire to their benefit. The Indians “burned off” stands of virgin 
pine forests to improve hunting and to clear land for their gardens. 

As more and more settlers arrived, burning was used more exten- 
sively to clear land for agricultural plots, Fires often got out of con- 
trol and vast forests were carelessly destroyed by fire. Foresters 
soon began to discourage burning and even launched public aware- 
ness programs featuring Smokey The Bear to help prevent forest 
fires. 

For many years-almost any burning in woodlands was discour- 
aged. The absence of burning allowed fuels (dry wood.and other 
vegetation) to accumulate for years. When a wildfire did occur in 
an area that had not been burned for many years, the result was 
much more destruction from the flames, and difficult fire fighting 
conditions. Foresters soon began to experiment with controlled or 
prescribed burning in the pine forests of the south. They found the 
use of fire under controlled conditions to be an important tool in 
multiple-use management for our forestlands 

The benefit wildlife receives from prescribed buming has been 
established, and it is now practiced across the nation. Deer, turkey, 
quail and doves have benefited the most from burning in predomi- 
nantly pine forests because burning increases the quality and yield 
of native browse. Burning also creates dusting areas necessary for 
turkey and quail habitat, Burns in pine forests that are being invad- 
ed with low quality hardwoods bring on succulent new growth in 
the spring. Fire also creates “bugging areas’ that young turkeys 
and quail must have during their first few weeks of life. 

Land owners and lease holders in contro! of forestland should 
consult their county forestér whocan provide valuable information 
and onsite assistance concerning prescribed or controlled burns. 
Most burns occur in either summer or winter depending on the pur- 
pose of a burn. When burning to reduce excess fuel accumulating on 
the ground, winter burns are usually preferred, 

The Alabama Forestry Commission recommends burning during 
daylight hours when possible, Although it is sometimes necessary 
to burn at night in very young stands of pines, there is the risk of 
smoke accumulating near the ground rather than dispersing, as it 
will in daytime burning. 

Although it is often hard to find a time to burn when conditions 
are perfect, attention should be paid to fuel supply, number of days 
since last rain, relative humidity, air temperature and wind direction 
and speed. , 

Those planning to burn for the first time should enlist the assis- 
tance of someone in prescribed burning. And don’t for- 
get to get the required burn permit by calling the district Forestry 
Commission office in your area. 

An uncontrolled wildfire can be a destructive monster that sweeps 
over the land destroying timber and wildlife. A prescribed burn is a 


management tool that has proven to greatly improve wildlife habi-

The Elba Clipper has beén 
serving Elba since 1897. The 
origin of the unusual name for a 
newspaper is lost, There are no 
surviving copies of those very 
first issues of 108 years ago, 
Even the name of the first edi- 
tor/publisheris unknown.

The newspaper has occupied 
its present building on Buford 
Street since it was built for the

The small town newspaper 
has stayed on the forefront of 
technology, being one of the 
first two in Alabama (1962) to 
convert to the offset method of 
printing. Today every newspa- 
per in the state uses offset print- 
ing methods. The same. trail- 
blazing example was evident 
with the introduction of com- 
puters to the newsrooms in the 
1980s.
